Pre-Long Beach Auction, Goldberg - June 6-7, 2017 (Los Angeles, CA) 

I participated in both days (parts, not all of it thankfully!) of the Goldberg auction and 
found it to be very strong on hammer prices. The Judaean section was filled with 
plenty of First Revolt and Bar Kochba Revolt coinage. Everything seemed to hammer 
well above the estimate. The levels surprised me somewhat since I felt that in more 
recent months Judaean material had become less desirable due to the high number of 
auctions with such material. With more restrictive measures making exportation of 
coinage outside of Israel difficult, it naturally has resulted in a seller’s market again. 


Chicago Coin Club Meeting (June 14, 2017) 

I will do a 30 minutes presentation on the coinage of Syracuse from approximately 510 
BC through 400 BC. I think it is a nice thing for fellow collectors to share their passion 
with others in a non-competitive atmosphere. While the Ancient Coin Club of Chicago 
has been defunct for several years, the Chicago Coin Club picked up some of the 
former members of the ACC.

The coin this week is a fabulous hektefrom Phocaea. Along with Lydians, the Phocaeans were 
among the first to strike coinage. These coins were struck in a metal called electrum, an alloy of 
gold and silver. It was long believed that electrum was a natural metal found in western Asia 
Minor. More recently scholars have uncovered that it is more likely that the ancient Greeks 
mixed the metals deliberately. This was determined because of the inconsistent percentages of 
gold or silver in the coins. 

These little coins from the cities along the Ionian coastline were struck with various images, 
mostly with mythological representations and with symbols representing those cities (in this 
case the badge ofPhokaia was the seal). 

Ionia, Phokaia c. 478-437 BC. EL Hekte, 2.55g (llmm). Bearded head of Zeus Ammon 
wearing ram's horn to left; behind, seal swimming downwards to left / Quadripartite 
incuse square. 

Pedigree: Ex Roma X, 27 September 2015, lot 419 
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Grade: Good EF. Extremely Rare. Apparently only the fourth example known.
